Romo, April 9.—Pope Pius X. has 
suffered a relapse arid as Is usual In 
relapses his condition is considered 
g rav er than that occasioned by his 
Illness of last month. 
The present at­ 
tack beg an with a fainting tit and Pro­ 
fessor M archiafara, the papal physi­ 
cian, was summoned. 
The official statem ent g iv en out at 
the Vatican simply says: 
“The pope is suffering from a re­ 
lapse of the Influenza." 
The Osserv atore Romano, the Vati­ 
can org an, published the following of­ 
ficial statem ent: 
"Since Monday ev ening tho holy 
father has been indisposed with a re­ 
lapse of influenza. 
His condition is 
causing no anxiety, but he req uires 
much rest.” 
The truth is that the pope’s relapse 
Is causing g reat anxiety, because it 
was not expected, and for the further 
reason that at his adv anced ag o there 
Is the ev ar present dang er of his be­ 
ing unable to withstand the drain on 
his streng th. During his recent illness 
the pope was much depressed, but as 
he reg ained his health this distressing 
symptom disappeared. 
With the re­ 
turn of the influenza depression is one 
of the symptoms that has ag ain bean 
manifested. 


Heart and Kidneys Affected. 


His tem perature reached a little 
ov er 100 Fahrenheit, which In itself 
is not at all alarming , but the heart 
showed weakness and there were ev i­ 
dences of kidney trouble. 
The condi­ 
tion known as albuminuria, which fre­ 
q uently 
accompanies 
Influenza, 
is 
present, indicating nephritis, or in­ 
flammation of the kidneys. 
For years the i>ope 
has suffered 
from g out, with uraemic symptoms 
and fainting spells, the latter g radual­ 
ly increasing in 
Intensity 
and 
fre­ 
q uency. 
It Is recalled that only a few 
days after his election to the pontifi­ 
cate Pope H us fainted In the Paulino 
chapel while at mass. 
If the pope recov ers from the pree- 
ent attack, It Is announced, he must 
definitely abandon all fatig uing cere­ 
monies, ev en audiences, which, the 
doctors declare, in his condition would 
result in g rav e conseq uences. 
The iKmtlff's present Illness really 
dates from early in March, when he 
suffered from an attack of influenza 
of the catarrhal type, with bronchial 
cong estion. 
From this he had prac­ 
tically recov ered a week ag o and had 
resum ed his audiences.

W llson’B sug g estion that Democratic 
caucuses 
of 
the future 
should 
be 
opened to the public was Ig nored at a 
meeting of his party colleag ues of the 
house of representativ es. 
The house 
Democrats, called tog ether to select 
the ways and means and other com­ 
mittees, 
wrang led 
for 
three 
hours 
ov er the adv isability of adopting the 
open caucus idea and at the end of 
the debate rejected it by a v ote of 167 
to 84. 
The president's predilection for th*> 
open caucus was not broug ht to the 
attention of the meeting In a formal 
way. 
It was thoug ht best to consider 
the proposition without spoken refer­ 
ence to the expressed wishes of the 
president. 
So absorbed did the Democrats be­ 
come In the discussion of the plan of 
an open caucus that they completely 
lost sig ht of the fact that they had as­ 
sembled to transact certain routine 
business. 
But the radicals, who fav or 
the open caucus, insisted on bring ing 
the q uestion up. 
This let loose an 
av alanche of words. 


Will Hold Another Caucus. 
When the caucus resumes Its ses­ 
sion It is expected that the ways and 
means committee will be appointed 
so that the house may g et down to 
business on the Underwood tariff bill 
without delay. 
The open caucus plan was opposed 
by Leader Underwood, Representativ e 
Hefling of Alabama and others. 
It 
was approv ed by Representativ e Car­ 
lin of Virg inia and Shackelford of Mis­ 
souri. 
The subject of the arg um ent in the 
affirmativ e was that as cong ress was 
transacting 
the 
people's 
business 
there should be no secrecy about it. 
The contention was made that there 
always was the possibility of mischief 
In the preparation of leg islation be­ 
hind closed doors and that publicity 
should apply to the deliberations of 
cong ress as well as to the affairs of 
corporations. 
The arg um ent in opi» oeition 
was 
that with the press and public present 
members would feel the restraint and 
the result would be to prev ent the In­ 
terchang e of Ideas so essential to effi­ 
cient work in a leg islativ e body. 
Predict Secre\ Conferences. 
It was broug ht out further that if 
the party resorted to the open caucus 
It would not be long before ev ery 
caucus would be preceded by a secret 
conference and that to tell the i>eople 
under such circumstances that they 
were being treated with candor would 
be litile short of hypocrisy. 
It was 
asserted by many of the opponents of 
the plan that it was all rig ht in the­ 
ory. but practically Impossible In per­ 
formance. 
President Wilson did not attend the 
caucus, but one of his principal lieu­ 
tenants was present. W. F. McCombs, 
chairman of the Democratic national 
committee, appeared 
In 
the 
house 
wing of the Capitol a few minutes be­ 
fore the meeting was called to order. 
He sent in a messag e to Representa­ 
tiv e Underwood, a reply cam* back xt 
once and Mr. McCombs was Inv ited 
to enter. 
So far as can be learned Chairman 
McCombs took no part In the proceed­ 
ing s. 
Just why he applied for adm it­ 
tance was not explained by the lead­ 
ers. 
The courtesy extended to Chair­ 
man McCombs was unusual, as at­ 
tendance on a house caucus is almost 
Inv ariably limited to members of the 
body.

As the v erdict was read to the court 
Olson’s face went white and red by 
turns, but, mastering whatev er emo­ 
tions was in his heart and without a 
smile on his face, he turned to the 
Jurors and said only, “Gentlemen, I 
thank you.” 
Members of the Jury 
pressed forward and one after another 
shook hands with the man whom they 
hnd acq uitted. 
That they were all of 
one mind was shown by their expres­ 
sions of pleasure at hav ing 
played 
their part in the freeing of the man 
whom the state accused of murder.

Washing ton, April I).—[Special.]—Fol­ 
lowing n custom which has almost be­ 
come nn unwritten law, President Wil­ 
son sends his messag e to cong ress on 
the second day of the session. The pur­ 
pose of the delay Is to g iv e the two 
houses an opportunity to org nnlze and 
transact nil the preliminary business 
necessary to start the cong ressional m a­ 
chinery. 
Then it is also customary 
for the houses to adjourn If a member 
has died since the last session ad­ 
journed. 
¡’resident Wilson also followed a n­ 
other precedent. 
lie hnd his messag e 
ready for deliv ery to the press long In 
adv ance of Its presentation to cong ress. 
This was a precedent established by 
Roosev elt 
which 
was 
not 
followed 
by Taft. 
The former knew the bene­ 
fits of wide publicity and usunlly hnd 
his messag e ready long enoug h In ad­ 
v ance so that it could be mailed to 
Europe. 
President 
T a ft’s 
messag es 
were nev er ready until a few days and 
often only a few hours before sent to 
cong ress. 
Can They Rush It? 
The Democrats hav e been told that 
the country will aw ait anxiously final 
action on the tariff. 
They hav e been 
adv ised that suspense Is the worst |>os- 
slble thing for business. 
They hav e 
been informed that business men do 
not care so much w hat the tariff rates 
may be when finally ag reed upon, but 
w hat they want Is to hav e the a g re e ­ 
ment early. 
With all tills adv ice the 
Democrats should rush throug h their 
tariff bills without delay. 
Will they perform the rush act? 
They will not. 
In the first place, it 
ill becomes a g reat leg islativ e body to 
rush. 
In this case we hav e two g reat 
leg islativ e bodies. The Democrats are 
committed 
to the doctrine of 
free 
speech. 
Ev ery man is entitled to ex­ 
press his opinion on all subjects. 
At 
least that is the theory. 
And debate cannot be easily closed 
as long as there is a larg e number who 
wish 
to 
express 
burning 
thoug hts 
which later may be franked to their 
constituents. 
No; they cannot rush the 
tariff. 
Ev en if the house was in a 
rush the senate has no means of clos­ 
ing debate, and the senators hav e lots 
to say. 
T bs Nsw Members. 
I hav e always been fond of the new 
members of cong ress. 
They know so 
much; they hav e so mauy remedies for 
all the Ills which afflict the body politic* 
or which they think uflliets the body 
politic, which is the same thing ; they 
are so serious; they know how pa­ 
tiently the world has waited for their 
adv ent Into public life. 
It Is a sham e to awake the new mem­ 
ber. 
If he could dream on and on for 
the entire term It would be so much 
better. 
But he will learn in such a 
v ery short time that he is one of tin* 
numerous |>eg s that are counted in in 
the cong ressional g ame that bis awak 
eulng will be unpleasant. 
And yet this fate is not for ail new 
members. 
8ome of them hav e g ot the 
stuff that makes g ood leg islators who 
rise to g reat occasions. 
Among the 
new members who ure seen for the 
first time as the new cong ress assem ­ 
bles may be future leaders of the nn 
tion. Very probably a president of the 
United States is among their numt>er.

Federal Appointments. 
Much interest is taken in the federal 
appointments which the presideut has 
recently made, and more interest is 
manifested in those which are expect­ 
ed. 
Those who believ ed the president 
was a man to make up his mind on a 
man and ap|>olnt him whether or no 
hav e been q uite mistaken. 
Hev ural se­ 
lections hav e been ag reed upon, and 
the appointments seemed as g ood as 
made when something would bob up to 
prev ent the selections. 
Older Men Hold Places. 
The young men of the senate who 
were g oing to ov erturn precedents and 
not allow any senator to hold places 
on two of the four or fiv e big commit­ 
tees of tho senate did not succeed. 
The doubling up process was eontin 
ueil and, in 
fa ct increased by the en­ 
larg ing of membership of some of the 
committees. 
It is true that a feeble attempt was 
made to reduce the Importance of their 
I*>sitions by shifting some of the older 
men to lower places on the commit­ 
tees. but all who desired held their 
places, and the matter of rank U not 
Important.

Popolar 
Election of Senators 


Amendment Ratified. 


Washing ton, April 9.—Great interest 
was manifested by Northwestern sen­ 
ators and representativ es in the infor­ 
mation that Connecticut had ratified 
the constitutional am endment for di­ 
rect election of senators, the last rati­ 
fication needed to furnish the neces­ 
sary three-fourths of the states. 
The adoption of the am endment to 
the Constitution m ust be officially pro­ 
claimed throug h the stnte department 
and this cannot be done until the sec­ 
retary of state has receiv ed the final 
adv ices of the ratification of all of the 
thirty-six states. 
Only about twenty- 
fiv e hav e transm itted their official no­ 
tification. 
President Wilson expressed g ratifi­ 
cation when told at the Capitol that 
the last state necessary to the ratifi­ 
cation of the amendment had acted. 
“I am sincerely g lad that the amend­ 
ment has been ratified so promptly 
and a reform so long foug ht for at 
last accomplished." 
The new am endment g iv eB to the 
state leg islatures the rig ht to pre­ 
scribe the methods for electing sena­ 
tors. 
Many 
leg islatures 
hav e 
ad­ 
journed and will not reconv ene until 
oarly In 1915, a few weeks before the 
term s of ov er thirty senators expire. 
It Is expected that In many states the 
leg islatures will adopt the plan au­ 
thorized In the new am endment and 
direct the g ov ernors to appotnt sena­ 
tors temporarily until the people can 
elect men at reg ularly called elections

that the Underwood bill be subdiv id­ 
ed so that sepurate v otes may be had, 
if desired, upon the sug ar and wool 
schedules 
One plan that has been 
promised to President Wilson is that 
schedules be g rouped in such a wsjr 
that the tariff will be comprised la 
four separate measures. 
These pro­ 
posals are based on a g rowing belief 
that op|>onents of the sug ar and wool 
prov isions 
may 
muster 
streng th 
enoug h to threaten the defeat of th# 
bill. 
Many prog ressiv e Republican sena­ 
tors expressed their opposition to the 
Democratic bill because of the sweep­ 
ing character of Its proposed redac­ 
tions. 
The Democrats are counting 
on little if any Republican support in 
the senate should the tariff rev lslom 
g o before that body as a sing le bill. 
Republicans of the ways and means 
committee 
of 
the 
house, in 
their 
minority report, will declare that the 
Democratic measure is retrog ressiv e 
and appears to be unanimously ap­ 
prov ed abroad; that some of the rates 
In the hill prov ide incidental protec­ 
tion.

crats In congress. 
Taken all In all It Is a cabinet of men 
who have made good in their respective 
fields, who are vigorous and who. In 
the parlance of the day. are “live 
wires." 
William Jennings Hryan, secretary of 
stute iii President Wilson’s cabinet, re­ 
ceives his high post after an Illustrious 
career. 
He was born March 19, i860, 
at Salem, III. 
Mr Bryan was graduat­ 
ed and received highest honors at Il­ 
linois college, Jacksonville, in 1881 and 
Union College of Law, Chicago, in 1SK3 
He was admitted to the Illinois bar In 
1883 
lie practiced his profession at Jack 
son VI I Ie until 1887, when he moved to 
Lincoln, Neb. 
Ile was a member of 
congress from 1801 to 1895 from the 
First Nebraska district.

Lincoln, Neb 
Iii 1905 he made a tour 
of the world 
Finally be was nominat­ 
ed for president a third time. In 1908, 
aud was defeated by William Howard 
Taft. 
Josephus Daniels, the new secretary 
of the navy, has been Identified prin­ 
cipally as a newspaper man 
He was 
born ut Washington, N. C.. May IM. 
1862. Ile received his academic educa­ 
tion in the Wilson Collegiate institute 
of Wilson, N. C. 
He then became edi­ 
tor of the Wilson Advance at eighteen. 
Admitted to the bnr iii 1885. Mr Dan­ 
iels refrained from practicing that pro­ 
fession, choosing Instead to become 
editor of the Raleigh iN.
